The city board of trustees met in 
regular session in the city hall last 
Monday night. 

A communication was received from 
the clerk of the board of supervisors of 
San Francisco stating that the matter 
of having an additional state high¬ 
way along Han Bruno road has been 
referred to the streets and sewers com¬ 
mittee for consideration, that the com¬ 
mittee would be pleased to confer with 
Han Mateo county official on that sub¬ 
ject, and that the board had authoriz¬ 
ed the expenditure of $75,000 for the 
improvement of Han Bruno avenue in 
that city. 

W. J. Martin suggested that when 
the clerk replied to the communica¬ 
tion that the information be given 
that the Crocker Estate people are 
willing to donate rights of way in 
order that the grade of Han Bruno ave¬ 
nue on the south side of the six-mile 
hill can be materially lessened. 

The order was so made. 

A communication was received from 
City Treasurer C. L. Kauff'mann, who 
is now sojourning in Monrovia, this 
state, asking that he be given ninety 
days extension to his leave of absence. 

Upon motion of Trustee Kelley, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, a res¬ 
olution was adopted granting the re¬ 
quest. 

A. Locatedi was given permission 
to transfer his liquor license for his 
saloon on Grand avenue, near Linden, 
to his own property on Han Bruno 
road, near Grand. 

A communication was received from 
Frank A. Martin of Han Francisco 
asking for a rebate of taxes on per¬ 
sonal property that had been erroneous¬ 
ly assessed in this city and county. 

City Clerk Hmitli stated that last 
year the assessment had been stricken 
from the city’s assessment roll. Mr. 
Martin would have to confer witli the 
county authorities on the other assess¬ 
ment. 

The communication was ordered 
Jiled. 

The matter of installing a sanitary 
public drinking fountain at the post 
office corner was referred to the pur¬ 
chasing committee. 

An ordinance fixing and establish¬ 
ing water rales to be paid to the Houth 
Han Francisco Water Co. by consu¬ 
mers was introduced and laid over to 
the next meeting of the board to be 
acted upon. 

An ordinance prohibiting smoking 
and spitting in public halls, theatres 
and street cars was introduced and 
laid over to be acted upon at the next 
meeting of the board. 

Trustees Cunningham, McGovern 
and Kelley were authorized to have 
the upper tloor of the Volunteer Fire 
Company’s hose house on Linden ave¬ 
nue improved so that it can be used 
for meetings by the company. 

Home time was taken up in discus¬ 
sing a prospective lire limit ordinance 
and the preparations necessary to call 
a general sewer bond election in tlie 
near future. 

Several claims against the city were 
allowed and ordered paid. 

The board met on Wednesday in ad¬ 


journed session and adopted a resolu¬ 
tion asking the South Han Francisco 
Land and Improvement Co. to desig¬ 
nate the locations of the outlets for the 
general sewer system for this city.

NOTICE OF APPLICATION 

To the Board of Trustees of the City 
of South San Francisco, County of 
San Mateo, State of California, for 
the Grant of a Right, Privilege or 
Franchise, and of the Intention of 
Said Board to Grant the Same. 

Notice is hereby given that on the 3rd day 
of February, 1913, the South San Francisco 
Railroad and Power Company, a corporation 
organized and existing under and by virtue 
of the laws of the State of California, made 
written application to the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco for the 
grant of a certain right, privilege or fran¬ 
chise upon the terms and conditions set forth 
in a draft ordinance a true copy of which is 
in the words and figures following to-wit: 

An ordinance granting to . 

. the right to 

construct, maintain and operate a single or 
double track, standard gauge railroad in the 
City of South San Francisco, County of San 
Mateo, State of California, together v ith 
the necessary curves, side-tracks, switches, 
cross-overs and turn-outs, over and along the 
following streets: Commencing on Walker 
Avenue at the gates of the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Stock Yards and continuing thence on 
Walker Avenue westerly to the beginning of 
Swift Avenue; thence westerly along Swift 
Avenue to the beginning of Grand Avenue; 
thence westerly along Grand Avenue to the 
west line of Chestnut Avenue. 

Whereas, all matters, acts and things prece¬ 
dent to the granting of the franchise herein¬ 
after set forth have heretofore happened, been 
done and performed in due form of law, 

The Board of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That there is hereby granted to 
the 

subject to all the terms and conditions here¬ 
inafter made and expressed, the right, privi¬ 
lege and franchise of conducting, maintaining 
and operating for a period of fifty (50) years 
from and after the date on which this ordin¬ 
ance shall become effective, a single or double 
track railroad of standard gauge, except as 
herein stated, together with the necessary 
curves, poles, wires, appliances and appurten¬ 
ances, and the right, privilege and permission 
to pass with, operate and run cars thereon 
for the carriage and transportation of passen¬ 
gers for hire, propelled and operated by elec¬ 
tricity, gasoline, or any other lawful motivi 
power except steam, horses or mules, with all 
overhead and underground wires, and other 
electrical and mechanical appliances, except 
what is generally known and called tiie "Third 
Rail System,” switches, side-traeks, spur 
tracks and equipment for the same, and the 
right, privilege and permission to excavate 
and remove such portions of the streets, al¬ 
leys and other places in said City of South 
San Francisco to be occupied by any of its 
tracks and poles, as may be necessary prop¬ 
erly to construct said railroad, and to erect 
all needful apparatus and other appliances 
properly and fully to equip, operate and run 
its said railroad over, along and upon the 
following streets in said City of South San 
Francisco, County of San Mateo, State yf 
California, as follows, to-wit: Commencing 
on Walker Avenue at the gates of the South 
San Francisco Stock Yards and continuing 
thence on Walker Avenue westerly to the be¬ 
ginning of Swift Avenue; thence westerly 
along Swift Avenue to the beginning of ('.rand 
Avenue; thence westerly along Grand Avenue 
to the west line of Chestnut Avenue; pro¬ 
vided, however, that a double track railroad 
shall be constructed over that portion of the 
route commencing at a point where the tracks 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
cross Grand Avenue; thence westerly along 
Grand Avenue to the westerly line of Spruce 
Avenue. 

Section 2. The foregoing franchise, grants, 
privileges and permissions are made upon the 
following conditions, to be strictly complied 
with by said grantee, its successors and as¬ 
signs, to-wit: 

The track shall be laid to conform to the 
established grade wherever grades have been 
established, and in other cases on the natural 
grade of the street. In the construction of 
switches and sidetracks, or a double track, 
tbe tracks must have space between them suf¬ 
ficient to allow cars to pass each other at a 
distance of not less than two feet. The 
tracks must not be more than five (5) feet 
wide within the rails. Said railroad shall be 
constructed as nearly as possible in the mid¬ 
dle of each of said streets and highways, but 
with tbe right to convert any single track 
railroad constructed hereunder into a double 
track railroad of like character, whenever, in 
the opinion of said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, public convenience shall require such 
change; provided, however, that when such 
change from single track to double track is 
made the track must conform to the lines of 
the streets and highways, and be placed at an 
e lal distance from the center line thereof. 

Section 3. Said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco reserves the right to alter or change the 
l de ot streets, to pave and repave and 
otherwise improve the streets without 
ha.ing to pay the cost of re- 

adjusting the railway tracks to the require¬ 
ments of the new improvements. Said city 

1 reserves the right to construct sewers, 
lay water or gas mains, and establish, remove 
or readjust any other fixtures of a public 
nature in. under or over the streets without 
being liable to the company for any necessary 
interruption in street railway traffic. 

Section 4. Said grantee, its successors and 
assigns, shall at its own expense pave or re¬ 
pave, macadamize or re-macadamize, grade or 
regrade the entire length of said streets used 
by its tracks, between the rails thereof, and 
between the tracks where sidings or two tracks 
are laid, for a width extending for two (2) 
feet on each side of each track, with the 
same material as may be used for such pur¬ 
poses by the City of South San Francisco, 
except, however, that within each track and 
for a distance of at least six .(6) inches on 
each side of each track basalt blocks or mold¬ 
ed brick may be used, and under the satin, 
supervision and specifications and in the same 
manner as upon the avenues or streets over 
which said railroad runs, or the tracks thereof 
are laid, and shall keep the same constantly 
in good repair and flush with the surface of 
said streets. 

I11 the event that said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall exercise the right and privi¬ 
lege herein granted to construct a double track 
railroad after any paving or repaving, macad¬ 
amizing or remacadamiziug, has been done 
along and upon said streets, by or under the 
direction and supervision of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South San Francisco, 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
make reimbursement in the manner following, 
to-wit: If the cost of said improvement lias 

been assessed upon the lands abutting on each 
side of any of said streets, reimbursement 
shall be made to the owners of said lands. 
One-half of the whole amount of such reim¬ 
bursement shall be distributed among the 
owners of said lands abutting on either side 
of said avenues or streets, according to the 
front-foot method. In the event that said; 
work of improvement shall have been paid 
for out of the treasury of the City of South 
San Francisco, such reimbursement shall be 
made to said city. Such reimbursement shall 
be made for the entire length of said paving 
or repaving, macadamizing or remacadamiziug, 
between the rails of said additional or second 
track and for a width extending for two (2) 
feet on each side of said track and for any 
additional distance between the tracks then on 
said avenues or streets. 

Section 5. The rate of fare for any dis¬ 
tance along said railroad within the corporate 
limits of said City of South San Francisco, 
or between any point on said railroad as now 
operated and Holy Cross Cemetery, shall be 
five (5) cents for one passenger. 

Section 6. The overhead wires used as elec¬ 
tric conductors shall be hung from cross-wires, 
properly insulated, and shall not be less than 
eighteen (18) feet, measured vertically, from 
the surface of the street, and shall be sup¬ 
ported by double lines of poles, one on each 
side of the street. 

Section 7. Whenever the grantee of this 
ordinance, its successors or assigns, shall cut 
into or displace any of the streets or other 


daces in the City of South San Francisco 
lereinbefore-named, for the purpose of con¬ 
structing its said railroad, or for purpose of 
making any repairs thereto or to the equipment 
thereof, it shall restore all such streets or 
other places to their former condition. 

Section 8. Improved construction shall be 
used for the equipment of said road, and all 
cars to be used shall be of improved pattern 
and construction for the comfort and con¬ 
venience of passengers, and shall be kept in 
good repair, and provided with sufficient 
brakes for stopping the same, as well as with 
proper lights and signal devices. Every 
single car, or, in case of a train, every motor 
used 011 said railroad, shall be fitted with 
suitable fenders or appliances placed in front 
of such car or motor, for the purpose of rt- 
moving and clearing obstructions from the 
track and preventing any obstacles, obstruc¬ 
tions or persons on the track from getting 
under the car or motor, and for removing the 
same out of danger or out of the way of such i 
car or motor. 

Section 9. This franchise shall be deemed 
to contain all the conditions now required by | 
law, in addition to those enumerated herein. 

Section 10. The grantee of this franchise, 
its successors or assigns, shall reconstruct such 
portion of its railroad existing at the date of 
this franchise upon the streets herein named, | 
wherever and whenever the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco shall de¬ 
termine to order the laying and construction 
of any pavement. Such work of reconstruc¬ 
tion shall be thereafter faithfully prosecuted 
and actively pursued and carried forward to 
completion within such period of time as may 
be reasonably limited for the completion of 
the work of paving herein contemplated. If 
the said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
fail to comply with the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion, unless an extension of time is granted 
by said Board of Trustees, this franchise shall 
immediately cease and determine. 

Section n. The grantee of this franchise 
shall, upon the determination of the fact that 
it is the successful bidder, file a bond running 
to the City of South San Francisco, with at 
least two (2) good and sufficient sureties to 
be approved by said Board of Trustees, in the 
penal sum of One Thousand (1000) Dollars, 
conditioned that said grantee, its successors 
and assigns, shall well and truly observe, ful¬ 
fill and perform each and every condition of 
such franchise, and that in case of any breach 
of condition of such bond, then the whole of 
the penal sum therein named shall be taken 
and be deemed to be liquidated damages, and 
shall be recoverable from the principal and 
sureties upon said bond; said bond shall be 
filed with the Board of Trustees within five 
(5) days after this franchise is awarded, and 
before the final passage of this ordinance. 

Section 12. At any time after the twenty-five 
years next succeeding the date of the passage 
of this ordinance said city shall have the 
right and privilege, at its option, to purchase 
the plant and equipment of said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, by paying therefor its 
value, which value shall be the capital in¬ 
vestment of said grantee, its successors and 
assigns.

On the payment of the purchase price said 
grantee, its successors or assigns, shall trails- | 
ler to said city any and every franchise, right 
and privilege pertaining to said street rail¬ 
way, to be operated under this franchise, 
which said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
may have or claim. 

Section 13. (a) If at the expiration of this j 

franchise said City of South San Francisco j 
shall lie unwilling to grant a renewal of this ! 
franchise, or another franchise, to said grantee, 
its successors or-assigns, upon terms mutually I 
.igioeable to the city and grantee, said city 
hereby agrees to purchase the tracks, cars, I 
motors, poles, wires, and all other mechanical 1 
appliances, equipment and appurtenances, by I 
paying therefor the actual market value. 
Actual market value shall be taken to mean 
the cost of reproduction less any depreciation 
due to wear and obsolescence. All land amt 
fixtures oil any such land shall be valued at 
the cost of reproduction less any depreciation : 
for wear and obsolescence. In determining 
any value, as herein provided for, no value 
shall be placed 011 good will; and in the de- 
ermination of such value 110 regard shall be i 
had to the company’s capitalization as repre¬ 
sented by the company’s stocks and bonds. 

1 *>> Said Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San franc jseo shall, by resolution, 
direct written notice to be given to said 
grantee, its successors or assigns, of the in¬ 
tention of said city to purchase, at least six 
months prior to the date of the expiration of I 
this franchise. The valuation herein provided \ 
for shall be determined in the manner follow- j 
mg: Within twenty (20) days after the sei- | 

vice of such notice, said Board of Trustees 1 
shall select two (2) appraisers, and said j 
grantee, its successors or assigns, shall select j 
two (21 appraisers. The four appraisers so 
selected shall, within twenty (20) days after 
their appointment, select a fifth appraiser. 

I lie appraisers. so chosen shall forthwith pro¬ 
ceed to determine and appraise such value, as 
of the date of the exiration of this franchise.

A Resolution of Intention of the 
Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco Declaring Its 
Intention to Improve Division 
Street from the North Line of j 
Grand Avenue to the South Line of 
Armour Avenue, Armour Avenue I 
from the East Line of San Bruno 
Road to the East Line of Division 
Street, Pine Avenue from the East

Resolved by the Board of Trustees of the 
City of South San F'rancisco, That public in¬ 
terest and convenience require and that it is 
the intention of the Board of Trustees of the 
City of South San Francisco to order the fol¬ 
lowing street work to be done in said city, to- 
wit:

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GOOD ROADS 
CAMPAIGN STARTED 

The first gun in what the roads 
boosters promise will be a red hot 
campaign for better roads in this 
county was fired on Wednesday after¬ 
noon when M. H. Johnson addressed 
a large gathering of the Han Mateo 
Woman’s Club at Masonic Hall on 
good roads. Interest of the keenest 
order was displayed by the clubwomen 
and will be followed up by a number 
of meetings until the date of election, 
the following dates being already set 
down; South Han Francisco, February 
24th; Redwood, February 26lh; Bur¬ 
lingame, February 28th; Han Bruno, 
March 1st; Half Moon Bay, March 3d; 
Daly City, March 4th; Han Mateo, 
March 6th. In addition to the short 
speeches which will be made on the 
local situation, illustrated lectures will 
be given on good roads. 

For some time past the road enthu¬ 
siasts have been in a quandary as to the 
policy which would be adopted by 
the state Highway Commission rela¬ 
tive to the northern partof the county. 
1 his matter has been definitely dis¬ 
posed of by a letter received from 
Charles D. Blayney of the Highway 
Commission by the Advisory Commis¬ 
sion on roads. In this letter Mr. Blay¬ 
ney states t hat it is the intention of 
the state to build from the Han Fran- 
cisco-Han Mateo county line through 
Daly City and along Mission road to 
Brooksville. There a detour will be 
made towards the foothills on the 
west, the state highway joining the 
FI (’amino Real a little south of 
Baden station and continuing along 
it to a point of the present construc¬ 
tion work at Uncle Toni’s Cabin. Mr. 
Blayney adds that work will be car¬ 
ried out as soon as tlie commission is 
in receipt of the necessary funds and 
the various matters referred to the 
county and city authorities have been 
attended to, such as rights of way, 
etc. These matters are being attend¬ 
ed to at the present time and the 
county will have a most perfect road 
into Han Francisco at a not far dis¬ 
tant date. 

Believing that a number of articles 
that have recently appeared in the pa¬ 
pers ol the slate criticizing the work 
that is being carried on the State 
Highway Commission were wholly 
uncalled for and not in keeping with 


There seems to be much confusion in 
the minds of the voters of the state as 
to the precise nature of the so-called 
Blue Hky laws introduced during the 
first half of the present session of the 
Legislature. , 

In fact there are two different kinds 
of “Blue Hky” laws. 

One kind, which has aroused a storm 
of protest all over the state, is repre¬ 
sented by the Gates bill. 

The other kind, which is winning 
friends wherever discussed, is repre¬ 
sented by the Lyon bill. 

I n measures of the type of the Gates 
bill it is proposed to place absolute 
power over every business which 
offers securities f>rsale in the hands 
of a commission. This commission 
shall have power to say whether any 
company can or cannot carry on its 
business in this state. It all depends 
on whether the commissioner thinks 
the company’s stock is likely to be 
good, paying investment. 

In measures of the type of the Lyon 
bill, on the other hand, it is proposed 
to offer complete protection to the peo¬ 
ple’s investments by requiring full 
publicity as to the property and pro¬ 
posals of any company which wishes 
to transact business in this state. 

It is argued by supporters of the 
Lyon bill, andsimiliar bills that the 
people of this state will never submit 
to the dictation of such a czar of busi¬ 
ness as the Gates bill would create. 
They urge that what all the people of 
California want is that every com¬ 
pany should “lay its cards on the 
table;” that the people do not need 
any man or set of men to tell them 
how to invest. It is further pointed 
out that to give any man or commis¬ 
sion the power to say that such-and- 
such a company shall follow his ideas 
or go out of business amounts to a 
revolution in our form of government. 

Proponents of such measures as the 
Gates bill claim that many fraudulent 
stock-selling schemes have beendriven 
out of Kansas by the Blue Hky law, 
but do not add that many legitimate 
enterprises have been ruined. Is it 
necessary to kill the patient in order 
to cure the disease? We have the tes¬ 
timony of many responsible business 
men that in Kansas many concerns in 
good standing have been closed, indus¬ 
try has been stagnant, labor has lost 
employment and capital has been 
driven into other states because of the 
needless persecution of sound enter¬ 
prise under the Blue Hky law. 

Such, in brief, are the two kinds of 
bills now before the people of Califor¬ 
nia for consideration. 

The one kind, such as the Gates 
bill, read like a statute from the Mid¬ 
dle Ages or from the domain of the 
czar of Russia. They are un-Ameri¬ 
can. They propose to drive crooks 
from the state, even if every sound 
business is crippled and many ruined 
in the attempt. 

The other kind, such as the Lyon 
bill propose a real remedy; propose to 
insure to the citizen full knowledge as 
to whether an investment has sound 
values back of it, leaving the choice to 
his own judgment. Full publicity 
has the advantage of complete protec¬ 
tion to the investor, but carries no 
threat against honest enterprise.

Hkill in speaking is deemed by the 
University of California so useful a 
part of the citizen’s equipment for 
life that such training is to be made a 
special feature of the next summer 
session at Berkeley, from June 23d to 
August 2d. 

Robert Irving Fulton, widely 
known as a public reader and as a 
writer on debating, oratory, and in¬ 
terpretation, will have charge of the 
summer work in this field. He is 
president of the National Association 
of Elocutionists, he is dean of the 
Bchool of Oratory of Ohio Wesleyan 
University, and he was founder of 
the Ohio Blate Debating League and 
the Central Oratorical League. Dur¬ 
ing fifteen years, his students won 22 
out of 30 intercollegiate debates, and 
five first, two second, and three third 
honors in the eleven annual contests 
of the Central Oratorical League. 

Professor Fulton is a Virginian by 
birth and education, and has served in 
the faculties of Kentucky Htate Uni¬ 
versity, the University of Missouri, 
and University of Kansas. He made 
a recent lecturing and reading tour 
which included several public read¬ 
ings in Honolulu, Yokohama, Tokio, 
Hhanghai, Manila, .Singapore, Calcut¬ 
ta, Bombay, Constantinople, and 
Rome. In the Berkeley summer ses¬ 
sion, one of Professor Fulton’s courses 
will be on the principles of expression 
and literary interpretation, with drill¬ 
ing in vocal culture and technique, 
and another course will be on “the 
art of PublicSpeaking,” with drill on 
structure and style, the laws of argu¬ 
mentation, and the psychology of 
audiences. Both courses will be ac¬ 
companied with much individual 
work, in small sections, under the di¬ 
rection of several assistants. Newton 
B. Drury, who was president of the 
student body when he was a senior, 
the best debater of his year, and now 
Teaching Fellow in Forensics, will 
aid in the practical training of the 
summer students of public speaking. 

Active co-operation with the debat¬ 
ing clubs of the state is one of the 
aims of the new University Extension 
Division. The summer work in pub¬ 
lic speaking will aid, it is hoped, in 
bringing the university into touch 
with those interested in debating and 
public discussion. It is planned to 
help debating organizations to make 
their work profitable by furnishing, 
through the University Extension 
Division, suggestions of subjects for 
debate, lists of references for reading, 
outlines, traveling libraries of books, 
magazines, reports, clippings, etc. 

A group of some thirty Berkeley 
women who have been active in mat¬ 
ters of citizenship have arranged, 
through the University Extension 
Division, to meet one evening a week 
for discussion, under the leadership of 
Professor T. 11. Reed, of political and 
social problems of the day. Class in¬ 
struction such as this all over Califor¬ 
nia, is part of the University Ex¬ 
tension work planned for, if the legis¬ 
lature makes the appropriation which 
has been asked, and also correspon¬ 
dence instruction, lectures and con¬ 
certs, the furnishing of information on 
matters of social welfare, and co opera¬ 
tion with communities desirous of 
using their sclioolhouses as civic and 
social centers. 

Much instruction is being given by 
the university this year in public 
speaking. Professor Martin C. Fla¬ 
herty’s courses in argumentation and 
forensics, with discussion of problems 
of citizenship and of the state as their 
chief material, are thronged. The 
best of the men who have had these 
courses are admitted into a course of¬ 
fered to the seniors by Charles Mills 
Gayley. Here a small group of the 
ablest student speakers hold spirited 
debates on literary problems, invol¬ 
ving high questions of philosophy and 
conduct, and both the substance and 
the form ol art. Training in speaking 
is given also by Charles I), von Neu- 
mayer, graduate of the American 
Academy of Dramatic Arts in New 
York, and his work has acomplished 
much in helping the student speakers 
in the best use of the voice, in form 
and manner, and in ease, simplicity, 
dignity, and grace in public utterance.

Other Congressmen 
where women have the ballot also 
have decided to “take their medicine” 
like men. Some of the more dignified 
and portly Representatives do not rel¬ 
ish the idea of parading up Pennsylva¬ 
nia avenue under the gaze of the 
cheering thousands, but, scheme as 
they may, they have not yet discovered 
a method of escaping from their “or¬ 
ders.” It is believed that the Con¬ 
gressmen, caught in this suffragette 
net, will spring some kind of strat¬ 
egy at the last minute that will let 
them retire with dignity and without 
the chance of losing feminine votes 
from the parade. 



Both branches of the Oregon Legis¬ 
lature are agreed that $200,000 shall be 
appropriated by that State for an ex¬ 
hibit at the Panama-Pacific Exposition 
to be held in San Francisco in 1915. 
The Senate has favored a bill carrying 
that amount and another bill carrying 
the same amount has been favorably 
reported in the House. In the latter 
body however, the Senate bill prom¬ 
ises to have a rough road owing to *he 
ire of some friends of Governor West 
who resent the Senate’s having in¬ 
serted a provision that the commission 
to carry out the proposed law shall be 
named by the State Board consisting 
of the Governor, Secretary of State and 
Treasurer, together with the president 
of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House.

The watchfulness of a Folsom State 
Prison guard in one of the towers over 
looking the prison yard prevented one 
of the most ingenious prison breaks in 
the history of the .prison. Two pris 
oners, John Stark, sentenced for life, 
and also fourteen years from San Fran 
cisco In 1911, on charges of robbery 
and assault to commit murder, and 
George FI. Greenwald, sentenced to five 
years from San Joaquin county in 
April of last year, succeeded in digging 
a combination of shafts and drifts un¬ 
der the prison foundry, and in which 
they had packed away food and sup 
pdies sufficient to last at least two 
weeks. 

United States Local Inspectors Cap 
tain James Guthrie and Joseph P. 
Dolan have begun the preliminary in¬ 
vestigation of the collision between 
river steamers Seminole and H. J. Cor 
coran near Angel Island last week. 
According to a general regulation pro¬ 
mulgated by the Department of Com¬ 
merce and Labor some months ago, 
this investigation is b«ing held in pri¬ 
vate for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether charges of negligence or un- 
ddllfulness should lie prefered against 
the pilots or other licensed officers of 
the sunken vessels.

A Shade Tree Census. 

The shade tree committee of the city 
of Philadelphia has submitted a report 
to the Fnirmount park commission 
compiled from 12,902 cards, giving a 
census of trees on about 2,000 miles of 
sidewalk and describing 116,161 sped 
mens. Of these 60,000 are standing 
unprotected by any guards and are lia 
bio to be injured, while thousands of 
others are strangled by guards that 
they have outgrown. Many trees have 
died owing to Improper planting and 
lack of care. An appropriation of $50,- 
000 is asked for, or about 40 cents per 
existing tree. The cost of pruning and 
cleaning has averaged 90 cents and 
spraying 70 cents. — Country Gentle¬ 
man.

GET THE LEADING CITIZENS. 


A cargo Measure of Success Depends 

Upon Choice of Proper People to 

Take Charge—Go Slow at the Start. 

An Outline to Follow. 

By HENRY N. CASTLE. 

I might summarize the method of 
procedure as follows: 

First.—If authority has not already 
been granted over the street trees and 
parkway areas of your town, secure an 
act of your state legislature granting 
such authority. 

Second.—Have your city authorities 
pass an ordinance establishing a street 
tree commission under the provision of 
the state act. 

Third.—Have the commission organ¬ 
ize and draft such ordinances as will 
be necessary in the execution of its 
power. 

Fourth.—Get busy. Plant, prune, cul¬ 
tivate, water and systematically care 
for all the street trees of your city, 
the extent of your work to be com¬ 
mensurate with the appropriations 
granted by the city aud the Income 
from work done for citizens. 

Now, having provided the necessary 
legal machinery to set in motion your 
street commission, you still have phys¬ 
ically to plant the trees. The best- 
ordinance in the world never yet plant¬ 
ed a tree and never will, and upon the 
intelligent or lack of intelligent work¬ 
ing out of the powers conferred by the 
ordinance depends the success or fail¬ 
ure of municipal control of street trees. 

A word or two as to the formation 
of your commission. Pick carefully 
your members. They should he men 
or women of sufficient public spirit to 
be willing to give the necessary even¬ 
ing once each week for the first year 
or so until plans are well formulated 
and operations running smoothly. 

All should be citizens of recognized 
influence in the community whose 
plans and workings will command the 
respect of its citizens. Let as little as 
possible of the appropriations made for 
the maintenance of the commission lie 
used In running the machinery. Unless 
trees are planted, pruned and repaired

MUNICIPAL DOCKS. 

Everett, Wash., Will Also Have Nata- 
torium and Recreation Pier. 

At an election held in the city of 
Everett. Wash., the citizens authorized 
the issuance of $65,000 in bonds with 
which to purchase the improvements j 
on the municipal dock site, to extend ; 
tiie present dock 200 feet and to con¬ 
struct additional dock facilities. 

It is planned In this connection to 
purchase the Everett Improvement 
company’s dock and about eight acres 
of water front land lying between the 
two docks for the purpose of construct- ! 
Ing a municipal natatorium, wading 
pools, tennis courts, sand pits, yacht 
clubs and recreation piers. 

It is also proposed that an incinerator 
will be constructed and that refuse 
consumed will heat the salt water for 
the natatorium and furnish the neces¬ 
sary power to operate the machinery 
on the municipal docks.

What she does 
eat should he nourishing and whole¬ 
some.

Sometimes the ill nourishment from 
which the thin woman suffers Is due to 
too rapid eating. She must learn to 
chew her food thoroughly if she wants 
to gain flesh. 

The thin woman is usually a bundle 
of nervous energy, who does every¬ 
thing she does too rapidly qnd too in¬ 
tensely. The nerves are in a state of 
constant tension, which keeps the food 
from digesting and assimilating prop¬ 
erly.

To Cure Double Chin. 

For curing a double chin one simple 
movement is invaluable, but the rem¬ 
edy should be resorted to early, as in 
late life the skin loses its elasticity and 
fails to respond quickly to the touch.

If the cuticle about your nails seems 
tough and there is a tendency to “hang 
nails’’ rub In a little vaseline or cold 
cream every night before retiring 
Soon you will see a marked improve¬ 
ment In the condition of the nails. 

THE PROBLEM OF RURAL 
AND SUBURBAN HOUSING. 

Differs From Tenement Reform—Num¬ 
ber of Familiei No Criterion. 

It is very unfortunate that in the 
public mind housing reform has been 
identified with tenement house reform. 
There is a housing problem wherever 
there are houses, whether they are oc¬ 
cupied by one family or more, says El¬ 
mer S. Forbes of the Massachusetts 
Civic lengue. It should be clearly un¬ 
derstood that for the most part the ten¬ 
ement house problem does not enter 
into the question. 

Outside of New England and certain 
metropolitan districts, so fur as my 
own observation goes, the tenement 
house in country and suburban dis¬ 
tricts is practically a negligible quan¬ 
tity. 

More or less bad housing is to he 
found In the country all over the Unit¬ 
ed States, but in some respects it is not 
so had nor does it have the same 
causes as in the cities. The dwellings 
in question may be fairly well built or 
be miserable shacks or anything be¬ 
tween the two. Dirt usually reigns su¬ 
preme within doors: they may be 
crowded to the limit; water Is apt to be 
; scarce and sanitary conditions to be 
! unspeakably vile.

the commission is not securing the re¬ 
sults desired, no matter how smoothly 
the machinery runs nor how excellent 
nre the plans devised. Again, go slow 
at first. Experience is a great teacher, 
and you will need lots of teaching. 
Better plant 100 trees the first year 
and learn the difficulties connected 
therewith than to attempt to plant 
1,000 und make a failure of It. 

As a result of experimenting and ex- 
l>erlence after much thought the Nor¬ 
folk (Va.) commission adopted the fol¬ 
lowing general outline for its guidance, 
which may serve as pointers to others: 

The plans of the commission look to the 
protection of all trees on the streets com¬ 
mencing with those In the most exposed 
situations and liable to greater damage, 
to save all the trees worth saving and to 
let even inferior trees continue to grow 
until it Is In a position to substitute bet¬ 
ter trees therefor; to refrain from set¬ 
ting out trees upon any of the streets In 
the downtown and other sections of the 
city that are liable to come Into business 
use within the next decade, preserving 
the trees already growing, but adding no 
expense In setting out others that may 
have to be removed within such period; 
to commence a systematic planting of 
trees upon tha streets and boulevards 
having the greater amount of travel and 
filling In those streets In the thtokly set¬ 
tled residential portions of the city where 
public spirited citizens have already set 
out & number of trees, thereby complet¬ 
ing such s ections: to take, under tha care

A Siberian 
Exile 

And the Charge That 
Came Later 

By F. A. MITCHEL 


Edwin Borden, after having graduat¬ 
ed at a law school, suddenly found 
himself by inheritance in possession of 
n fortune. He resolved to put off the 
practice of his profession for a more 
congenial occupation—traveling. So 
he went to Europe and “did” all coun¬ 
tries, winding up with Russia. 

After doing Warsaw, Moscow and St. 
Petersburg he concluded to go into the 
country and see something of Russian 
rural life. 

One day while walking on the main 
street, or road, rather, running through 
a village, he saw what appeared to be 
a crowd in the distance moving toward 
him. When it came up he saw it was 
one of those sad processions of prison 
ers on their way to Siberia.

when in that city. That was the year 
the czar of Russia visited the French 
people and became their ally. Indeed, 
he had just arrived in Paris at this 
time. Borden had gone there to wit¬ 
ness the festivities attending the mon¬ 
arch's reception. At dinner Borden 
sat opposite the entrance of the dining 
room and suddenly, looking up, was 
startled at seeing a woman enter whom 
he recognized at once as the girl con¬ 
vict he had seen on her way to Siberia. 

But, oh, how ehnnged! Instead of 
appearing as one just from her teens 
she looked as if she might be any¬ 
where between thirty and fifty.

“As to your first question, it depends 
As to your second, Cherbourg will prob¬ 
ably be the lust for me/ Engage a 
room for tin- next steamer. If I am 
not ready to leave then I must take the 
next later.” 

“If I am to trust you it is but right 
that you should trust me. Tell me your 
story." 

She did so. and ho had been right in 
his surmises as far as they went. Her 
fate had made a madman of her fa¬ 
ther. Her brother had gone to Kara 
and had arranged for and effected her 
escape. But he was killed by the 
guards in doing so. Her mother had 
died of grief induced by the family mis¬ 
fortunes. 

“And now," said Borden after she 
had given a synopsis scarcely more de¬ 
tailed than this, “you are here in Pails 
for revenge.” 

That he had divined her secret was 
evident from the stare she gave him 
and a nervous shudder that passed 
j over her. Almost in u whisper Borden 
added: 

"You are here to assassinate the 
czar.” 

Whether it was that the danger, the 
horror of it all, was suddenly revealed 
to her; whether it was that her secret 
had been so readily divined, causing 
her to realize that her design was im¬ 
practicable, does not tnatter. Possibly 
she did not know herself; possibly it 
was a transfer of the burden she bore 
to one who sympathized with her.

“And what was this hidden power? 
It flashed between her and me when 
she was staggering in the snow on her 
way to Kara, when she looked up and 
snw T pity in my eyes. Love, like the 
electric spark, passed from me to her 
and from her to me. And like a spark 
of electricity, little in itself, it has 
power to move the universe.”

He tried to alight in the plowed 
field west of the county road, but 
came down so fast that he was thrown 
about twenty feet from his machine, 
but was only slightly hurt about the 
head. The machine turned three 
somersaults after striking the ground 
and was badly wrecked. We under-' 
stand t he machine was one formerly 
used by Roy Francis and the Japa¬ 
nese had only borrowed it to use while 
his own was being repainted.

MADEBO’S FATE IN i 
CABINET’S HANDS 

Eyewitnesses Tell of Killing oil 
President's Rrother 

That Francisco Madero will get out 
of Mexico without having to face offi¬ 
cial investigation on one charge or 
another now appears improbable. 
has already been charged with re 
sponsibility for the death of Colonel 
Riveroll, whom he is alleged to have 
«Lot at the time of his arrest in the 
the palace. 

A committee of Deputies now has, 
asked that Madero be forced to ac i 
count for moneys expended by the 
administration. This committee 
called on President Huerta and urged 
that Madero be held responsible foi 
the depleted condition of the treas 
ury. 

The last details of the organization ! 
of Mexico’s new Government have J 
been completed. Members of Huer-1 
ta’s official family took the oath in 
the yellow room in the palace, imme- J 
diately above that occupied by the 
deposed President and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent. 

Unable to witness the scenes from 
their room, Madero and Suarez were 
able to hear the plaudits of the crowds 
in the streets and in the big square 
in front and the bugle calls of the: 
united army. Significant of the birth 
in battle of the new administration 
was the display of soldiers, and the 
effect on the crowds was not lost. It 
served as a reminder that even if it 
was not a military dictatorship that 
had been established, the present ad 
ministration was of much sterner fiber 
than that which had just fallen. 

Madero and Pino Suarez betrayed in 
their faces the chagrin and humilia¬ 
tion which they must have felt, ac- I 
cording to officers of the guard. , 
Neither deigned to ask questions as to 
what was happening in the room above, ; 
but the conversation of the guards 
served to acquaint them with the pro¬ 
ceedings. A sneer showed on the face ! 
of Madero, but the dejection of the j 
former Vice-President was too great, ; 
apparently, to permit a play of other 
emotions. 

Frederic Gonzales Garza, the former 
Governor of the federal district, is the 
third prisoner occupying the room. 
There is no partition. Each man is fur 
nished with a bed, and meals are j 
brought periodically and served jointly. 
Madero has ceased to refuse food, and j 
so far as personal comfort is con 
cerned, he no longer resists efforts 
in that direction. 

Outside the room stands a guard of 
soldiers, and although there are no 
windows in the room, another guard 
constantly is on duty within, even at 
night. 

No one has been allowed to talk 
with the prisoners, although theii j 
wives have been permitted to send 
verbal messages. Medero has said j 
nothing regarding his future plans, 
even if permitted to leave the conn 
try. The members of his family are j 
equally reticent, but by those most 
intimate with them it is considered 
not improbable that the entire fam¬ 
ily will emigrate to South America 
if the opportunity is afforded them. 

The closest estimates obtainable of 
the casualties during the fighting in 
the streets show that about 3000 per • 
sons were killed and 7000 wounded. ! 

In most cases no official records ' 
were made of the bodies, which were j 
gathered up, carted to open spaces 
outside the city and burned. Numer¬ 
ous instances are known in which 
whole families were wiped out by ex 
ploding shells, or by the penetrating 
fire of machine guns. The great ma 
jority of the dead were non-combat¬ 
ants, including a large proportion of 
women and children. 

Estimates as to the loss of property 
are necessarily inaccurate. There is 
no doubt that the damage amounts 
to many millions. 

The new Government has been pro¬ 
claimed officially in every State ot 
the republic. After the manner of 
newly installed governments, that of 
General Huerta has ordered the lib¬ 
eration of all political prisoners in 
the republic. Three hundred politi¬ 
cal prisoners have been released in 
the capital. 

Felix Diaz will enter the race foi 
the Presidency. Probably General 
Huerta will not run against him. One 
reason why Diaz made no effort to 
secure the provisional Presidency foi 
himself was his wish to be entirely 
free to organize and direct his party 
in the coming campaign. General 
Huerta regards himself as nothing 
more than a provisional President, 
and declared frankly that general 
elections will be held promptly for se¬ 
lecting a permanent administration. 

“Don Gustavo did not attempt to

escape; he started to run only after 
his executioners opened fire. I saw 
with my own eyes the awful murder. 
It was terrible, terrible.” 

This is what a close witness to the 
official, but now repudiated, execution 
of Gustavo Madero said, describing 
the killing of the brother of the de¬ 
posed President. The shooting of Ma¬ 
dero took place in one of the court 
yards of the arsenal in the presence 
of a score or more civilians and fifty 
or sixty of Felix Diaz’ soldiers. Huerta, 
Diaz and Blanquet each deny having 
ordered Madero’s execution and find 
refuge behind the stereotyped explan¬ 
ation that the prisoner attempted to 
escape. 

‘‘The doors of the arsenal,” said the 
informant, “were open all night, and 1 
I went there about midnight to visit 
with my brother. I started to leave 
about 4 o’clock in the morning. ‘There 
is Gustavo now,’ said my brother, 
pointing to a group. We saw Gus¬ 
tavo put his hat on, wave his hand 
to the men with whom he was talking, 
apparently without acrimony, and start 
toward the portal leading to the 
street. He had not gone half way 
when I saw the soldiers raise their 
rifles. Shooting was begun by only 
two or three, then more joined and 
kept up a fusillade. At the first shot 
I jumped back into the doorway, but 
could see perfectly. None of the first 
bullets struck Madero because he 
turned his head toward the leveled 
rifles. Then he ran. He had not tak¬ 
en two steps before he staggered and 
fell to his hands and knees. He tried 
to crawl, struggled up and stood erect, 
and, with his dying strength, stag¬ 
gered almost to the portal before he 
finally collapsed under a rain of bul¬ 
lets.” 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


President-elect Wilson and his fam¬ 
ily have begun packing some of theii 
household effects preparatory for ship 
ment to the White House. 

Marie Ba« htadse, described as the 
most beautiitil spy in Russia, a woman 
who brought 250 revoltuionaries to 
death, has at last met with the fate 
she expected. She has been killed. 

The militant suffragettes made a 
concerted raid on the golf links all 
over the United Kingdom recently. 
Tiie championship greens at Sandwich 
and the links at Cromer, Sydenham, 
Chingford and other places were ruin 
ed by throwing of acids about the 
holes. 

Fire destroyed the school of mines 
building of the University of Minneso¬ 
ta, all of the contents being burned. 
The loss on the building is said to be 
$90,000, while that on the contents can 
not be estimated. These included 
thousands of valuable specimens ot 
nearly every kind of material, besides 
other equipment. 

After hoping against hope for the 
past month that something would turn 
up to relieve General Daniel E. Sickles 
of his financial troubles, Sheriff liar 
burger of New York set February 25th 
as the day upon which the personal 
property in the General’s Fifth-avenue 
home will he sold to satisfy two judg 
ments against him. 

The slowness of the British public in 
subscribing to the funds being raised 
for a memorial to Captain Robert F. 
Scott and his comrades who died on 
the expedition to the South Pole, is 
causing much chagrin. Only about 
$40,000 has thus far been collected, in 
spite of the urgent appeals of the en 
tire press. The dilatoriness of the 
public response is attributed to the 
multiplicity of the sources of collec¬ 
tion, which in many cases overlap. 

Dr. Friedrich Friedmann, whose 
claims to the discovery of a serum 
curing tuberculosis have been much 
discussed, sailed for New York Feb 
ruary 18th on the steamer Kronprinz- 
essin Cecille. He took with him a 
quantity of the live germs which, he 
asserts, are so efficacious, and it is un¬ 
derstood that he proposes to attempt 
the cure of ninety-five out of a hundred 
cases of tuberculosis—a test for which 
a New York banker has offered a mil- 
lion-dollar fee if success is attained. 

Raymond Poincare took over the of | 
flee of President of the French Repub 
lie from Armand Fallieres, who retired 
after serving his full term of seven 1 
years, February 18th. Nothing more ] 
simple than the transfer of powei 
from one chief executive in France to 
his successor can be imagined. The 
ceremony took place in the beautifu 
Palace of the Eylsee. No oath of of 
fice was taken and no oration made 
Just a few courteous sentences were 
uttered by M. Fallieres and these were 
answered by Poincare.

JOAQUIN MILLER 
WRITESLAST LINE 

Aged Author Bids Farewell to 
the World 


Joaquin Miller is dead. The famed ' 
“Poet of the Sierra” passed away in 
his bungalow on Fruitvale “Heights,’ 
overlooking Oakland, shortly before 3 
o’clock the afternoon of February 17th. 
His wife was with him when the cur¬ 
tain fell on his life. He was 73 years 
old. 

Ten minutes after the aged poet had 
died, his daughter, Juanita, arrived 
with Dr. J. C. Stout, who has been at¬ 
tending him since the final sickness 
came, but the daughter and physician 
were too late for the farewell. Colonel 
John P. Irish of Oakland, Miller’s clos¬ 
est personal friend, reached the little 
home less than five minutes after 
death came. It had been his intention 
to take the poet to an Oakland hospi 
tal. 

A few moments before he breathed 
his last Miller endeavored to arise in 
his couch, but the effort proved fruit¬ 
less. His aged wife, standing by his 
bedside, claimed his sudden attention 
and in faint tones he whispered, “I 
love you, Abbie, I love you, Abbie.” A 
pause followed and the next words ut¬ 
tered by the aged poet were scarcely 
audible. “I am dying. I can’t live. 
Oh, take me away, ye angels. Take 
me away. I hear ye. Pity me. Oh, 
pity me, John! John! (Colonel J. P. 
Irish). Pappy! Pappy! (his father). 
These were the last words uttered by 
Joaquin Miller, the Poet of the Sierra. 

Miller had been in failing health for 
more than a year, during which time 
he had lived in bed, doing all his 
writing propped up on pillows. 

Miller had not been a business man. 
His literary and poetic genius was not 
mated with commercial acumen. It is 
said that he has received less than 
$200 from his publisher in the past 
year. 

He leaves an estate, the lands of 
which are valued at $100,000. His home 
and its hundred acres of wooded 
grounds, which for years have been 
the Mecca of visitors and famous men 
and women from all parts of the world, 
were planted by his own hands with J 
thousands of trees, dear to his heart 
as the snow-capped Sierra, the Pacific 
at sunset or the city by the Golden 
Gate. 

His body was cremated at Mountain 
View crematorium, Piedmont, after 
funeral services had been held at the 
poet’s home in Oakland. The public 
was not invited to attend the last 
rites. 

An impression for a death mask was ; 
taken by Rupert Schmid of San Fran¬ 
cisco. who has executed busts of Pope J 
Leo XIII, General Grant, John D 
Rockefeller, Thomas A. Edison, and 
who did the work on the fountains at i 
the Chicago Exposition in 1893. j

It urovide.s that 
when 30 per cent of the voters peti-1 
tion an election shall be held within 
ninety days and in the event of a ma¬ 
jority declaring in favor of open gamb 
ling then it shall be duly licensed. At 
present gambling is a felony in Neva¬ 
da and several convictions have been 
obtained. The movement to again le- : 
galize gambling is meeting with resist 
ance and the measure is having a 
stormy career in the Legislature. 

Cipriano Castro is free to come and 
go in this country at will. Judge Ward 
in the Federal District Court of New 
York sustained the writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus in his behalf, overruling the im¬ 
migration authorities. Castro has been 
out on bail for some time pending a 
decision in the case. The Government 
bitterly opposed the entrance of the 
former Venezuelan President on the 
ground that he was an undesirable, in 
that he refused to answer certain 
questions concerning the internal af¬ 
fairs of Venezuela and the murder of : 
General Paredes, a political opponent, j 

Lately the newspapers have con¬ 


tained many'reports of 'the sending of 
coins and currency through the mails 
without cover and with stamps and 
addresses pasted on them. Hereafter 
the Government statute forbidding the 
defacement of money will be enforced 
against all persons who mail uncov¬ 
ered silver dollars and dollar bills. 
Thomas B. Foster, chief of the secret 
service for the Pacific Northwest, says 
that he would proceed against anv one 
attaching stamps to money. Mean¬ 
while, it is said, an order forbidding 
such use of the parcel post is being 
prepared. 

Cerebro spinal meningitis ravages 
among Texas legislators caused a halt 
in the work of both houses of the Aus¬ 
tin (Tex.) Legislature. In the last 
three days two members of the House 
died of the disease and when it was re¬ 
ported that Representative John C. 
Hunt was stricken with the malady, 
proceedings of the two houses were 
stopped by the presiding oficers.
